WAS PILATE A SCOTCHMAN? 


A 3,000-Year Old T ree T hat S till 
Ex ists 
Near His Su p p osed B irthp lace 
Had this question been 
put 
to 
Charles Churchill, the poet, inflamed 
with rancor against his pet aversion, 
the carl of Bute, he might have re­ 
plied: “ No, but Judas Iscariot was 
probablv a Scot ¿ to an.” Nevertheless-, 
there is a moss-grown tradition 
in 
Perthshire that the Roman ruler of 
Judea was born in Glenlyon, not far 
from the spot where the ancient yew 
of Foriingall has flourished, accord­ 
ing to experts in arboriculture, for 
3,000 years, says London Pall Mall 
%> 
%j 
Gazette. 
It is stated 
circumstan­ 
tially that shortly before the birth of 
Christ an embassy was sent to Scot- 
land by Caesar Augustus, one of the 
ambassadors being the father of Pon­ 
tius Pilate. 
The Romans were court­ 
eously received by Metallaus or Met- 
allenus*, a Caledonian chief or petty 
king, and were conducted 
to 
his 
primitive residence, near Fortingall. 
By a rather unusual circumstance, it 
appears that the mother of Pontius 
Pilate had accompanied her husband 
on this embassy, and it is asserted 
•j * 
that the future governor of Judea 
was born in this remote district 
of 
western Perthshire. 
The story is not 
absolutely incredible, though there 
are arguments that may be adduced 
on both sides. 
It is probably certain that Caesar 
Augustus did send an embassy 
to 
Scotland about the beginning of the 
Christian ora, and Metellanus was 
the name of a Scottish ruler who be* 
gan his reign about 2 P>. C. 
The re­ 
mains of a Roman camp are still vis­ 
ible near Fortingall, though its orig­ 
in is usually assigned to a laterdate; 
but there is every probability that 
the Caledonians had a settlement in 
the neighborhood at an early period. 
Indeed, it is traditionally 
reported 
that Agricola had a fierce contest with 
Caractacus, the successor of Metel­ 
lanus, on this very spot. 
On the 
other hand, it does not seem likely 
that a dciicatelv nurtured 
Roman 
V 
lady would have left her villa on the 
Tiber and braved the dangers of a 
long sea voyage, and risked her life 
and that of her unborn babe among 
the barbarians of this distant isle. 
It 
is curious that no mention of Pilate’s 
father is found anywhere save in this 
• t 
Scottish tradition. 
The early life of 
Pilate is* unknown, and nearly all 
that is recorded of him is contained 
in the works of Josephus. 
There is 
not, therefore, a Roman version of 
his birth to set against the tradition, 
and possibly that may account for 
the invention of the story that the 
mission of the Roman ambassadors 
was successful, and that they estab­ 
lished with Metallanus “ an ainitie 
with the Romans, which continued be­ 
twixt them and his kingdom for a 
long time after.” 
It is remotely pos­ 
sible, therefore, that Pilate may have 
been born in Scotland. 
It is certain, at leas*, that if he 
were horn at Fortingall the ancient 
VJ 
yew which is still in existence would 
then be a tree of goodly dimensions. 
This yew is believed to be the oldest 
tree in Europe. 
It was described by 
lion. Daines Barrington 
in 
“ The 
Transactions* of the Royal Society in 
17 6 9” in these terms: 
“ I measured 


the circumference of this yew tree, 
and therefore cannot 
be 
mistaken 
when I inform you that it amounted 
to 5 2 feet. 
Nothing scarcely now 
O 
v 
remains but the outward bark, which 
hath been separated from the center 
of the tree, decaying within these 20 
years. What still appears, however, is 
34 feet of circumference.” Pennant, 
who saw the tree in 17 6 9, described it 
in his “ Tour,” published in 17 7 1, and 
estimated its circumference at 5 6 feet, 
giving a sketch of it, which showed 
its dilapidated condition. 
In the 
“ Statistical Account of 
Scotland,” 
published in 17 9 1, the dimensions are 
given as 5 2 feet. 
Strutt gives a draw­ 
ing of the tree in his “ Sylva Brittan- 
nica.” 
Earlv in this century it was 
V 
V 
seriously injured 
by 
the souvenir 
makers in the neighborhood. In 18 7 0 
the late Sir Robert Christian, Bart., 
made a scientific examination of the 
Fortingall yew, and calculated that 
when Daines» Barrington 
measured 
the tree in 17 6 8 -9 ri must have been 
at least 3,000 years old. 
Though re- 
y 
O 
duced to a mere shell, this yew still 
carries profuse foliage, and may he re­ 
garded as one of the wonders of the 
vegetable world. 
One may doubt 
the Pontius Pilate legend, but it is 
beyond question that the Foriingall 
yew was a good tree 1,000 years be­ 
fore the birth of Christ.

Eel Seru m Cu re for Snake B ite. 


— T---- 
Experiments at the French Acade­ 
my of Science show that the blood of 
eels, especially of sea eels, contains a 
poison similar to that of the poisomof 
the viper, although much weaker— its 
effect being marked by reducing the 
temperature of the body in much the 
same way as snake venom does. 
Basing his idea on this fact the ex­ 
perimenter came to the conclusion 
that the blood of eels rend ers the per­ 
son proof against the effects of snake 
poison; he p roceed ed to d emonstrate 
this» by heating a solution of the blood 
of the cel to a certain temperature, 
and then inoculating a guinea-pig 
with it. 
In the course of from 15 to 
20 hours after this inoculation he in­ 
troduced the venom of a viper into the 
blood of the guinea-pig, but it failed 
to kill the animal. 
Several experiments verified this 
one* and now it is believed that the 
same treatment will not only render 
human beings proof against 
snake 
biles, but if the serum of the eel can 
be injected soon after a bite it will pre­ 
vent death and insure recovery.— N. 
Y. Journal.

INDIAN MURDERER^S FATE. 


Punishment That Befell Him in a Primi­ 
tive Mex ican Tribe. 
Speaking of primitive law among 
the Mexican Indians brings to mind 
a cui'ious case that was told me some 
y ears ago in the state of Oaxaca by an 
old Zapoteca chief who had become a 
convert to Christianity . He said that 
a long while ago an American bota­ 
nist was'traveling through the moun­ 
tains of Oaxaca study ing the rare and 
beautiful flora of that region. He had 
with him a mozo from another part of 
the country . 
He carried several gold pieces sewed 
in the lining of his jacket. The mozo 
became aware of that fact, and one 
day when the botanist got down on his 
knees to drink at a little spring the 
mozo cut his head off with a machete, 
took the gold pieces and lied to the 
higher sierras. 
Not long after the body was found 
by some Zapoteca Indians who had 
seen the botanist in former 
da)^s 
study ing the flowers and plants near 
-their village. 
They knew that he 
was a harmless and good man, because 
he loved the flowers. All Mexican In­ 
dians love flowers. 
So they took the 
body to ^,he chief and told him what 
they had seen and found. 
The old 
chief was very indignant. ^‘What,’^ 
he said, ^^¿hall the kind stranger with 
the white face, who loved flowers and 
sought not our goods nor insulted our 
women, come to such a doge's death 
among us and not bearenged?” 
He then dispatched four swift In­ 
dian nmiiers in different directions, 
with orders not to retuni without the 
murderer. After a week’s time they 
returned 
bearing 
the 
malefactor 
bound ill their midst. A council of 
old men was called; the case was ex­ 
amined. 
The guilt of the mozo was 
proved, as he still had with him the* 
strange pieces of gold. 
Then the old chief gave the sen­ 
tence. 
It was speedily performed. 
They led the trembling murderer to 
the center of the little plaza. There 
four green stakes were driven in the 
ground. 
The murderer Wcas stripped 
naked and stretched bv the wrists and

‘T had just succeeded, in my little 
laboratory , in poli-hing a stone [ilate 
which 1 intended to cover with elcli- 
ing ground, when my motlicr entered 
the room and desired me to write a 
bill for the washerwoman who wa:? 
waiting for the linen. I happened not 
even to have the smallest slip of pa­ 
per at hand— as my little stock of 
paper had been entirely exhausted by 
taking proof impressions from 
the 
stones— nor was there even a drop oi 
ink in the inkstand. 
As the matter 
would not admit of delay , and we had 
nobody in the house to send for a 
supply of the deficient materials, 1 re­ 
solved to write the Hit, with mv ink 
prepared with wax, soap and lamp­ 
black, on the stone which f had just 
polished, and from whicli 
1 could 
copy at leisure. 
‘'Some time after this I wasgninp 
to wipe this writing from the stone, 
when the idea all at once si ruck me 
to try wliat would be t!ie eflect of 
such a writing with mv prepared ink 
if I were to bite in the stone with 
aqna-fortis; and whether perha[)s it 
might not be possible to apply [irint- 
ing ink to it in the same way 
n- to 
wood engravings, and to take the iin- 
nrcssion from it.”— llar[)er's Round 
T a b l e .

Harris was sent to 
Guatemala City with a letter from 
Col. Richardt, in addition to the 
news lie had from this country . 
It is said that Harris was warned 
by Col. May , a railroad contractor, 
before he reached Guatemala Cit\% 
that the government police w’ere 
on the lookout for him, but he kept 
straight on and w'alked into the 
trap which had been set for him. 
He was immediately appreiiended 
and sentenced to death. 
Kirkpatrick, Leech and Hall,

Leech and Kirkpatrick are now 
working hard try ing to get the 
United vStates government to in­ 
terfere in behalf of the Americans 
who are under sentence of death.

Secretary Hay has re­ 
ceived an answer to his inquiry ad­ 
dressed to the consul general at 
Guatemala City .

He cabled 
the secretary that there wan no such 
case ; there w^ere no ^Xmericans im­ 
prisoned on the charge of being 
filibusters. 
The secretary say s that the con­ 
sul general’s jurisdiction includes 
both Guatemala and Elonduras.
